During the past year the Bolenius system of reading 
has been introduced. The progress being made is in most. 
cases very satisfactory. Of course the system is new to. 
most of the teachers and the maximum efficiency can not 
be reached in one year. I trust that the following years 
will demonstrate a marked improvement in reading. 

~ You will find in the town warrant this year an article 
to establish a standard eight grade school system having | 
thirty- six weeks. There are 520 towns and cities in the 
state at the present that maintain thirty-six weeks of 
school or more. These towns and cities have the standard 
eight grades in the elementary and four grades in the 
secondary schools or the junior high school plan of six 
erades elementary, three grades junior high school and 
three grades senior high school. , 

_ During the past three years I find that about ten per 
cent of our school enrollment either move into or out of 
our system | during the year. This ten per cent or about 
twenty pupils are misfits in our system and in the system 
to which they transfer. Our pupils going to other towns 
are unable to do the work of the same grade in those 
towns and pupils coming from other towns are more 
advanced than the same grade here.

It may be well at this time to discuss the desirable 
changes that may take place in the school system within 
a few years. There are obviously two centers of popula- 
tion, Turner Village and Turner Center. I think that the 


time is not far distant when you will see three or four 


teachers at Turner Village and at least two at Turner 
Center. Under these conditions, conveyance will start at 
North Turner, taking the pupils in grades seven and eight 
and the pupils along the route to the village school. This 
will give to North Turner a school of six lower grades, one 
teacher ought to do exceptional work with this number 
and the little folks will not be taken away from home until 
they are better able to care for themselves. The condi- 
tions at the village will be improved by a greater division 
of work each teacher having two grades and a good sized 
class in each grade. 

At Turner Center with two teachers we would be able 
to have the pupils of Lower Street and the seventh and 


47 


eighth grades at Howe’s Corner. This would give the 
very desirable conditions at Howe’s Corner that we would 
have at North Turner and would make the work at Turner 
Center much more efficient. 

At the time that these changes come about, I believe 
that it would be well to consider the advisability of taking 
the high school pupils on the conveyance. This could be 
easily done at a slight additional cost which could be 
met by the pupils. 

Before the days of snow removal this plan would have 
been out of the question, but with North Parish and the 
North Turner road kept open to winter travel, the motor 
truck makes the time negligible. 

The February 1929 issue of the American Magazine 
has an article entitled “When We’re Thru Changing We’re 
Thru;’ I wish that everyone might read that article. I 
believe that our schools as well as our homes and our town 
should be run on business principles. This article tells 
what has happened in business and shows the failures 
as well as the successes of some of our great business 
institutions. When we fail to meet the demands of a 
growing and ever-changing civilization, whether it be the 
manufacturer, the farmer or the community we find our- 
selves in straitened circumstances. 

During the past summer the school house at North 
Turner was remodelled inside and a new stove installed. 
At the present time this school house is in fairly good 
shape, all that is needed now is a new ceiling and new 
desks. We hope that our work has made it comfortable 
for the pupils, and we would like to have the community 
get together some day and have a bee to grade up in 
front of the door steps. 

The work done by the community at Keene’s Mills 
this summer in grading in front of that school house 
receives the heartfelt thanks of your committee, teacher 
and superintendent.

Before closing my report I wish to say ‘a word in 
explanation of the overdraft in the common school 
account. Last year the terms in the common school were 
so arranged that we closed our books for the fiscal year 
on February 3rd. This showed on our common schools 
a school year of only thirty weeks. This year we closed 
our books with the end of the winter term, February 22nd, 
and this gave our school year thirty-four weeks. Had we 
paid for thirty-two weeks or the length of the school year 
we would have had a balance in this account and would 
not have exceeded our budget. You will find the budget 
for 1929-30 quite carefully worked out. Your committee 
recognizes the fact that more teachers are needed at 
Turner Center and at Turner Village but until the Town 
is in better financial circumstances they have hesitated to 
make recommendations for remodelling or for extra 
teachers.

To the Trustees of Leavitt Institute : 


Gentlemen : ae 

The annual report of your principal is’ here submitted. 

The total number of students registered during the 
past year has been hinety-four. Of this number seventy- 
one have been from’ Eee and eas -three from other 
towns. yt} , 

The enrollment by’classes has been as follows: Seniors, 
sixteen, Juniors, twelve, Sophomores, twenty-three, Fresh- 
men, twenty-six, Preparatory, ‘fifteen, and special,’ two. 
‘During the past year an unusually large number—fifteen— 
have dropped out. Of this number six left because their 
parents moved to other places and the remaining nine left 
for reasons which seemed entirely outside of and beyond 
the control of the school. 

There are'in the dormitory at the present time thirty- 
four people, twenty-five of whom are students. Four other 
students take dinners only. 

In our two special courses there are thirty-four pupils 
enrolled—twenty in agriculture and fourteen in domestic 
science. 

During the year considerable interest has been shown 
in music which is under the direction of Mr. Lee Dixon 
of Lisbon, Maine. Mr. Dixon has charge of the choral 
singing which is held once a week; also he has recently 
organized a double mixed quartette. For instrumental 
work Mr. Dixon teaches piano, violin and drums. 

During the year the Institute building has _ been 
painted and the ordinary repairs inside have been carefully
